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SCHOOL   REPORT. 


To  the  citizens  of  the  town  of  Gilford  the  School  Board  sub- 
mits the  following  report : 

Upon  assuming  the  duties  of  this  office,  we  found  on  the  part 
of  many  an  exceedingly  strong  and  bitter  prejudice  against  the 
"  new  school  law,"  and  the  radical  changes  in  the  school  system 
which  it  designed  to  effect.  So  strong  and  general  was  this 
feeling,  we  feared  that  any  very  radical  changes  might  interfere 
with  the  success  of  the  schools,  and  perhaps  result  disastrously 
to  some.  We  also  felt  that  the  needs  of  the  town  could  not  be 
studied  and  comprehended  in  a  moment ;  that  the  wisest  re- 
adjustment of  the  schools  could  not  be  effected  without  time  for 
investigation  and  experiment.  But  the  law,  with  its  friends 
and  enemies,  has  had  its  first  trial.  Many  mistakes  have  doubt- 
less been  made,  which  might  justly  have  called  forth  censure  ; 
but  with  a  very  few  exceptions  all  the  people  have  apparently 
understood  that  they  were  mistakes,  and  not  wilful  acts,  and 
have  kindly  aided  us  in  our  endeavors. 

We  have  aimed  to  hold  the  schools  at  such  times  and  places 
as  would  enable  the  scholars  in  adjoining  districts  to  attend  the 
schools  in  both.  This  has  given  to  many  very  much  greater 
advantages.  In  one  instance,  a  scholar  who  under  the  old  sys- 
tem would  have  been  entitled  to  but  eight  weeks  of  school  dur- 
ing the  year,  has  received  twenty-five  weeks  under  the  new 
system.  In  quite  a  number  of  instances  the  ratio  of  increased 
advantages  is  nearly  as  great. 

As  we  came  to  see  and  study  the  schools,  we  felt  that  it  would 
be  a  great  benefit  to  the  more  advanced  scholars  if  they  could 
be  gathered  into  a  school  by  themselves.  After  canvassing  the 
subject  with  scholars,  parents,  and  citizens,  we  felt  the  pres- 
ent year  a    favorable  time  to  try  the  experiment.     We  accord- 
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ingly  procured  a  room,  and  with  a  small  outlay  for  tables,  black- 
boards, etc.,  opened  a  school  of  ten  weeks,  with  Miss  Rosabella 
M.  Franklin,  of  Laconia,  teacher.  The  board  certainly  are  very 
much  gratified  with  the  result  of  the  experiment,  and  hope  the 
citizens  will  approve  the  same,  provide  a  suitable  room,  and 
make  the  school  a  permanent  success.  We  would  suggest  that 
the  town  hall,  for  which  there  is  no  present  use,  could,  with  a 
very  small  outlay,  be  made  a  very  convenient  room  for  this 
school. 

Many  of  the  school-houses  in  the  district  are  in  need  of  gen- 
eral repairs.  The  house  in  No.  2  needs  shingling,  and  other 
general  repairs.  The  one  in  No.  6  needs  a  new  foundation; 
and  all,  with  perhaps  one  or  two  exceptions,  need  new  furniture 
and  general  inside  renovation.  We  do  not  recommend  extrava- 
gant outlays,  neither  do  we  advise  perhaps  that  all  that  is  nec- 
essary be  done  in  one  year  ;  but  we  do  think  that  the  district 
should  take  hold  of  the  matter  and  fix  one  or  two  houses  a  year 
until  such  as  are  needed  for  schools  are  made  comfortable,  con- 
venient, and  respectable  structures. 

In  Register  No.  6  we  find  the  following  memorandum  :  "This 
school  has  received  a  gift  of  a  fine  library  of  200  volumes  from 
Hon.  Stilson  Hutchins.  The  books  were  carefully  selected,  and 
are  of  such  a  character  as  to  prove  of  universal  and  lasting 
benefit  to  the  pupils  and  to  the  people  of  the  district.  Mr. 
Hutchins's  interest  and  generosity  towards  this  school  are  worthy 
of  high  appreciation.  A  set  of  charts,  which  are  very  valuable 
in  common  schools,  has  also  been  purchased  this  term  by  a  few 
members  of  the  district."  We  would  add  that  with  these  vol- 
umes is  a  very  nice  and  ample  book-case.  The  charts  were  pro- 
cured through  the  efforts  of  Miss  Clara  A.  Putnam,  the  teacher, 
who  headed  the  list  with  a  very  respectable  sum.  Mr.  Hutchins 
and  Miss  Putnam  certainly  have  the  thanks  of  the  school  board, 
as  we  doubt  not  they  have  of  the  district  and  of  the  whole  town, 
for  their  noble  and  generous  gifts. 

We  have  carefully  expended  the  money,  and  in  most  instances 
we  think  profitably. 

As  this  report  will  be  read  in  every  home  in  town,  we  offer  an 
appeal  to  the  parents  to  see  that  their  children  are  punctual  in 
their  attendance  ;  but,  most  of  all,  will  they,  each  one,  take  in- 
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terest  enough  in  our  schools  to  visit  them  at  least  once  in  the 
year? 

Below  we  give,  as  is  usual,  a  report  of  each  school  separately  ; 
also  the  usual  statistical  table  and  roll  of  honor.  The  numbers 
of  the  schools  correspond  with  the  numbers  of  the  districts  in  for- 
mer reports. 

No.  1.  Miss  Sarah  S.  Carr,  teacher.  This  school  was  order- 
ly, and  the  progress  good.  Miss  C.  is  painstaking  in  her 
work. 

The  second  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Clara  B.  Gove.  This 
was  Miss  Gove's  first  school.  The  order  and  advancement  were 
fair. 

No.  2.  Miss  Nella  F.  Sanborn,  teacher.  This  school  we 
found  very  quiet.  The  teacher  and  scholars  worked  in  unison, 
and  the  result  was  most  satisfactory. 

No.  3.  Miss  Frances  A.  Whitehouse,  teacher.  Both  terms 
were  taught  by  Miss  W.,  who  unites  experience  with  judgment 
in  the  school-room.  Here  we  found  the  most  advanced  scholars 
in  town. 

No.  4.     No  school. 

No.  5.  Miss  Mary  L.  Sanborn,  teacher.  Miss  S.  taught  the 
first  term,  and  began  the  second,  but  gave  it  up  for  a  better  sit- 
uation. The  school  was  finished  by  Miss  Clara  A.  Putnam. 
This  school  had  the  greatest  number  of  large  pupils  of  any 
school  in  town,  a  large  proportion  of  whom  were  fine  scholars. 

No.  6.  Miss  Clara  A.  Putnam,  teacher.-  Miss  P.  managed 
this  school  of  boys  with  much  tact.  The  only  drawback  in  the 
school  was  the  irregular  attendance  of  the  pupils.  Will  not  the 
parents  guard  against  this  evil  in  the  future? 

No.  7.  Miss  Rosie  M.  Franklin,  teacher.  Both  terms  were 
taught  by  Miss  F.,  with  marked  success. 

No.  8.  Miss  Isa  M.  Sanborn,  who  taught  the  three  terms,  is 
a  young  teacher,  who  promises  to  make  one  of  our  very  best 
instructors.  She  maintained  order  and  carried  her  classes  along 
rapidly  and  thoroughly. 

No.  9.  Miss  Kate  Child,  who  taught  the  first  term,  is  one  of 
our  very  best  teachers,  and  the  appearance  of  the  school  at  its 
close  was  creditable  alike  to  teacher  and  scholars. 

Miss  Maud  McClellan   began  the  second   term,  but  left  sud- 
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denly  on  account  of  sickness,  consequently  the  school  was  not 
visited  at  the  close. 

No.  10.  Miss  Georgie  F.  Patch,  teacher.  This  district 
seems  to  have  been  very  fortunate  in  their  teacher,  and,  what  is 
most  unusual,  to  have  fully  appreciated  her  efforts.  The  ex- 
amination was  highly  satisfactory. 

No.  11.  Miss  Mary  L.  Sanborn,  teacher.  Miss  S.  had  a 
pleasant  and  profitable  term.  The  lessons  were  well  learned 
and  well  recited. 

No.  12.  Miss  Eatia  A.  Collins  taught  the  first  term.  This 
school  was  a  success  in  every  way.  Miss  C.  is  a  very  efficient 
teacher,  and  the  scholars  studious  and  obedient. 

Miss  Nella  F.  Sanborn  taught  the  second  term.  Miss  S.  has 
the  respect  of  her  scholars.     Order  and  advancement  good. 

The  High  School,  Miss  Rosie  M.  Franklin,  teacher,  was 
designed  for  more  advanced  scholars  from  all  parts  of  the  town. 
The  result  is  what  might  be  expected  where  oi*der,  diligence, 
and  perfect  harmony  between  teacher  and  scholars  are  found. 
It  was  a  real  pleasure  to  visit  this  school  and  note  the  earnest 
faces,  the  ready  answer,  and  willingness  to  obey  on  the  part  of 
the  pupils.     The  improvement  was  rapid  and  well  retained.

SCHOOL-DISTRICT  NO.  13. 


To  the  Citizens  of  District  No.  13,  Gilford: 

In  presenting  their  tenth  annual  report,  the  board  would  say 
that  the  schools  have  been  quietly  and  faithfully  at  work,  and 
for  the  most  part  well  performing  the  duties  assigned  them. 
All  have  not  attained  the  high  rank  in  thorough  scholarship  and 
good  discipline  that  is  desirable,  and  the  immediate  purpose  of 
the  board  will  be  to  raise  the  standard  in  such  cases,  and  still 
further  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  work  in  all. 

Miss  M.  F.  Vose,  a  graduate  of  the  Manchester  High  school, 
has  done  efficient  work  in  the  Grammar  grade  during  the  year. 
Prano-'s  system  of  drawing  was  introduced  into  the  department 
in  the  winter  term,  and  the  success  of  the  experiment  warrants 
the  committee  in  recommending  its  adoption  in  all  the  schools 
the  coming  year. 

Mrs.  Abbie  S.  Collins  taught  the  East  Intermediate  school 
the  first  two  terms  ;  but,  declining  to  retain  the  position  for  the 
remainder  of  the  year  on  account  of  impaired  health,  Miss  M. 
L.  Sanborn  was  employed  to  fill  the  vacancy  for  the  last  term. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  Miss  N.  J.  Wiley  was  engaged 
for  the  West  Intermediate,  but  resigned  soon  afterward  on  ac- 
count of  illness,  and  Miss  M.  V.  Shirley  completed  the  term. 
The  school  has  since  been  in  charge  of  Miss  Florence  G.  Freese. 
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In  the  East  and  West  Primaries,  Miss  Nellie  M.  Mead  and 
Miss  May  A.  Dicey  have  been  in  their  respective  positions,  as 
usual,  during  the  year. 

The  Methodist  chapel  has  been  used  as  a  recitation-room  for 
the  High  school  the  past  year,  the  teacher  attending,  also,  to 
other  duties  incident  to  the  school  work  in  the  district. 

Miss  R.  M.  Franklin  and  Miss  Gertie  E.  Foss  have  acted  as 
substitutes  when  occasion  demanded  in  the  Intermediate  and 
Primary  rooms. 

There  have  been  three  hundred  and  forty  different  pupils  in 
voluntary  attendance,  the  largest  number  ever  enrolled  in  the 
district.  This  has  resulted  in  greatly  overcrowding  the  lower 
rooms  ;  but  the  board  have  been  unable  to  re-grade  or  make 
promotions  on  account  of  ,the  limited  number  of  rooms  and  in- 
ferior accommodations.  This  will  be  the  first  work  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  next  term. 

One  or  two  classes  can  be  transferred  from  the  Grammar  to 
the  High  school,  and  thus  allow  promotions  to  be  made  from 
all  the  other  rooms.  It  will  doubtless  be  found  necessary  so  to 
regrade  the  scholars  as  to  establish  one  or  more  schools.  The 
plan  was  suggested  three  or  four  years  ago,  and  now  seems 
likely  to  be  adopted. 

The  most  important  event  of  the  school  year  is  the  erection 
of  a  new  building  to  meet  the  pressing  need  of  our  growing 
village  for  increased  school  accommodations.  The  committee 
appointed  at  the  last  annual  meeting  to  take  the  matter  into 
consideration  unanimously  reported  in  favor  of  the  Campbell 
lot  on  Mechanic  street,  at  a  price  of  $1,100.  It  was  subse- 
quently voted  to  build  a  two-story  house,  with  four  school- 
rooms (the  lower  story  only  to  be  finished  at  present),  and 
such  accessories  as  might  be  needed,  there  being  appropriated 
for  this  purpose  and  for  the  lot  the  sum  of  $8,000. 

Two  thousand  dollars  was  raised  by  taxation  last  year,  the 
remainder  being  hired  on  the  credit  of  the  district.  Messrs. 
J.  S.  Crane  and  B.  F.  Drake  were  appointed  to  act  with  the 
Board  of  Education  as  a  building  committee.  Plans  for  a 
brick  building  were  submitted  by  various  architects,  that  of 
F.  N.  Footman,  of  Boston,  being  adopted.  Advertisements 
for  proposals   were   freely  made,  but  none  of  the   bids   were 
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within  the  limit.  Having  modified  the  plans  somewhat,  so  as 
to  build  of  wood  instead  of  brick,  several  new  bids  were  re- 
ceived, and  the  contract  was  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder,  Mr. 
C.  E.  Buzzell. 

It  may  be  stated  in  brief  that  the  committee  have  complied 
with  the  instructions  of  the  district  so  far  as  they  have  been 
able  to  do  so,  and  the  lower  story  of  the  building  will  be  ready 
for  occupancy  at  the  opening  of  the  next  term.  The  contractor 
has  taken  personal  interest  in  the  construction  of  the  house, 
and  has  faithfully  fulfilled  his  contract. 

As  at  present  arranged,  the  two  lower  rooms  will  be  used  for 
the  Grammar  and  High  schools,  the  present  room  on  Washing- 
ton street  being  retained  for  other  school  purposes.  A  detailed 
statement  of  the  outlay  for  the  new  building  will  be  presented 
at  the  coming  school-meeting,  and  meanwhile  our  citizens  are 
urged  to  visit  and  inspect  it  for  themselves. 

Appended  is  the  usual  statistical  report  summarized  for  the 
year.
